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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

For  the  Year  Ending  February  15,  1905. 

To  the  district  and  town  of  Chester£eld. 

In  submitting  to  you,  this  our  annual  report,  you  will 
observe  that  the  appropriation  for  school  purposes  has 
not  been  exceeded,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-two 
dollars  and  seventy  cents,  ($182.70)  remaining  in  the 
treasury.  The  reason  is  explained  in  part  by  the  shorten- 
ing of  the  winter  terms  in  four  of  the  schools  to  eight 
weeks. 

The  question  has  arisen,  would  it  not  be  better  for  the 
interests  of  all  concerned  to  lengthen  the  summer  and  fall 
terms  in  all  the  schools  and  have  only  eight  weeks  in  the 
winter.  We  have  endeavored  to  have  our  schools  so  con- 
ducted that  parents  and  pupils  would  be  satisfied  with  the 
results.  While  other  servants  of  the  town  have  only  to 
please  the  taxpayer,  the  school  board  are  expected  to 
please  everybody.  We  have  had  it  demonstrated  to  us 
during  the  year  past,  that  our  neighboring  states  are  lead- 
ing us  in  some  respects  in  the  matter  of  education,  several 
of  our  best  teachers  having  taken  positions  at  a  salary 
beyond  what  we  feel  able  to  pay.  During  the  past  year 
Cyr's  Readers  have  been  purchased  and  the  old  Harper's 
Readers  discarded.  Since  the  law  was  passed  authorizing 
free  text  books,  many  have  been  needlessly  destro\Ted  by 
careless  handling.  If  pupils  could  be  made  to  realize  that 
books  represent  money,  and  that  they  were  in  a  measure 
responsible  for  their  care,  the  expense  for  books  would  be 
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considerable  less  and  their  condition  would  be  much  more 
pleasing.  We  believe  that  the  schools  in  the  west  part  of 
the  town  should  be  consolidated  and  properly  graded 
under  two  teachers.  Better  results  would  be  obtained  than 
under  the  present  system  of  maintaining  four  schools. 

Faultfinding  becomes  chronic  with  some  people,  and  it 
is  often  the  case  that  those  who  find  the  most  fault  are 
the  ones  who  never  visit  schools.  As  a  rule  the  best 
scholars  are  those  who  come  from  homes  where  the  parents 
cooperate  with  the  teacher  and  assist  in  every  possible 
way  to  give  their  children  the  full  benefit  of  the  schools.
